" 7 Lighthouse Once Guarded Rocky Shoals Of Salmon Point 


Wicked Point Deserved Its Name 


face of Prince Edward Coun- 
ty, earned its nickname be- 
cause of the treacherous arca 
of concealed shoals surround- 
ing it. The lighthouse built to 
let ‘sailors take warning” is 
40 fect above sea level and 
was operated until 1917, 

Politics reportedly dictated 
the “keepers of the light” 
and. with each change in 
government a corresponding 
change in staff resulted at 
Salmon Point lighthouse. Light 
keepers during its 46-ycars in 
operation included Peter Huff, 
Lewis Hudgin, Amos MacDon- 
ald, Anson Short, James Kav- 
anagh, and Alex Clarke. From 
sunrise to sunset during the 
navigation season the crim- 
son warning rays of the Wick- 
ed Point beacon danced across 
the lake. . 

A second disaster at Sal- 
mon Point in December, 1332, 
is recalled by Prince Edward 
marine historian. Willis Met- 
calfe in his book, Canvas and 
Steam on Quinte Waters. He 
describes the sinking of the 
three-masted American -schoon- 
er Henry Folger bound for 
Kingston from Ogdensburg 
with a companion ship the 
Huron. 

On the night of Dec. 5, 1882 
a lookout aboard the Huron 
reported the lights of the Fol- 
ger to the leeward of his ship 
as they steered to clear Point 
Traverse. Concern was voiced 
that the Folger, because of 
stormy. weather conditions, 
would strike Wicked Point un- 
less she tacked. 

The ecery magnetism of its 
rocky shoals drew the Folger 
relentlessly toward shore and 
she was buffeted .to pieces. 
Her captain, his son and a 
crew of 16 men went down 
aboard the doomed ship. The 
captain's battered body was 
later recovered and doctors 
agreed he died before the ship 


sank, apparently crushed by a 


falling spar. 
An earlier tragedy is re- 
corded at Wicked Point in 
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of ships. 






1860 when the schooner Inter- 
national of Chicago foundered 
near there in a storm. Three 
crew members were drowned 
in the foam capped waves of 
the lake. 

Shortly after the Salmon 
Point lighthouse closed, the 
freighter Aragon went ashore 
olf Wicked Point reef carrying 
& grain cargo. The boat's 
crew members were brought 
ashore by commercial fisher- 
men and there was no loss of 
life. The Aragon, however, re 
mained on the reef until the 
following spring. She was 
later converted to a sand- 
sucker and rechristened the 
Bayana. The boat was kept 
in use until she grounded near 
Deseronto. in 1963, A year 
later she was scrapped. 

Wicked Point. a. breathtak- 
ingly beautiful murderess, 
atill remains a threat to 
{freighters plying the Great 
Lakes. The 10,000-ton freight- 
er, Star of Suez. struck Sal- 
mon Point reef, one quarter 
mile off its deserted light- 
house on June 20, 1964.

“That's the sort of thing chap- 
lains would become involved 
with. We're not paid by the uni- 
versity. We're not aligned with 
the administration. We're con- 
cerned with human values, pe- 
riod.” 

Mr. MacDougall, who has 
been a minister in a South 
Shore parish for three years, 
adds: “I think this is how the 
church will become—much 
more_a thorn in the side of soci- 
ety, rather than the preserver

AN HISTORICAL HOUSE SPEAKS 


“He was, by turn, a dutiful son, a fond husband 
and father, a protective brother and an indulgent 


grandfather.” — J. K. Johnson. °

The name of the game is Old Houses, which a 
Cross Canada Survey by The Canadian Press, 
recently revealed in The Intelligencer, that more 
people are not only interested in, but wish to save 


for posterity. 


I am one of the fortunate ‘Old Houses,” given 
the use of a pen that you may have the following 
sclues to guess the name of my late famous owner: 


* “He knew grief and sorrow 
intimately. In 1857, a month 
after he had attained a high 
honor, his first wife died at 
the age of 48. Her 15 years 
of marriage with the excep- 
tion ‘of one year, were filled 
with pain, growing helpless- 
ness. During this time his 
father, her sister and their 
first - born died, In spite of 
this- the sorrowing husband 
had written: “I have a strong 
feeling that our circle will not 
soon again be narrowed, the 
Tod cannot be always smit- 
ing.” 

It might be noted here that 
the surviving son of this mar- 
tiage became a beloved citi- 
zen of Winnipeg and was given 
a state funeral when he died 
in 1929, at the age of 79. 

My owner's remarriage at 
the age of 52 was unexpected 
and sudden. By now, for the 
first time, finances were auch 
that he. was able to buy a 
permanent home. He chose 


high above a river command- 
ing a magnificent view. Alter 
$7,000 worth of renovations, I 
was made resplendent and 
suitable for the visits and en- 
tertainment of all relatives 
and friends, 

His wile was a gracious 
conscientious hostess and gave 
her husband every encourare- 
ment and admirations he 
needed. In| many ways the 
days which they had spent 
within my shelter were the 
happiest ever experienced. 

But sorrow loomed darkly 
over their happiness, for their 
only child, a little daughter, 
Mary, was not a normal 
child, A deep attachment grew 
between father and daughter. 

My master died ‘in 1891. 

In"1900 his widow decided 
to take Mary .and live abroad, 
and I was so'd, and so one

TORONTO (CP) — Attorney- 
General Allan Lawrence has 
ruled out the possibility of an 
early public inquiry into the im- 
prisonment “of Ronald Shatford 
of Toronto, serving a 15-year 
sentence for a crime another 

The attorney-general told the 
legislature Monday he could see 
no purpose in a public inquiry 
“at this time,” and that federal 
action was needed to bring the 
case before the appellate courts. 

Mr. Lawrence said he was 
looking into the police investiga- 
tion‘and prosecution of the case, 


“ and if it was proven that Shat- 


ford had been put in prison by 
maladministration of justice in 
Ontario ‘then he would “do 
something about it.” 

Meanwhile, a three-man citi-

Gerald Shatford was acquit- 
ted, but Ronald Shatford was 
convicted in May, 1970, and sen- 
tenced to 20 years. This was 
later reduced to 15 years. The 
Ontario Court of Appeal upheld 
the original conviction and the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
refused to hear any further ap- 
peal. 

Before either of the Shatfords 
came to trial. an American 
named Richard Paul Anderson 
was convicted and sentenced, in 
early. 1968, for the holdup.

Wolf Shot 
In Sidney .* 


Cameron Coulter of RR 2, ™ 


Frankford, is $25 richer to- 
day as the result of a wolf 
bounty awarded him last night 
by Sidney Township Council. 

On June 7, Mr. Coulter's 
father-in‘law was planting com 
when he spotted the wolf in a 
nearby field. 

“It was out in the middle of 
a field hunting woodchucks,” 
Mr. Coulter said this mormn- 
ing. 

At a distance of 300 yards 
he brought the animal down 
with a 03 rifle equipped with 


scope. 

“I had afterthoughts after 
shooting it: it’s one of those 
doubtful things when you shoot 
them, you wonder if they're 
really doing any harm.” 

this is not the first 
wolf shot by. Mr. Coulter, 
“I've. got a few before; one 
in the hunting season a few 
years ago," wolves are not 
a great problem in Sidney 
Township. 

However, neighboring Thur- 
low Township annually pays 
hundreds of dollars in restitu 
tion for domestic animals 
slaughtered by what are re- 
ported to be wolves, wild dogs 
and other predators. 

Mr. Coulter. expects to re 
ceive a bounty from Hastings 
County as well.

The Lands and Forests 
spokesman repudiates the sug- 
gestions that wolves are dan- 
gérous, ‘They don't very often 
find damage done by wolves. 
Actually, they help keep down 
the ..woodchuck and mouse 
population. Without them; we 
might be crawling with wood- 
chucks and mice.”

Page judgment, said that Ben- 
well made a “huge unconsciona- 
ble profit” by “fleecing the pub- 


The Judge “described the oper- 
ation, which involved bets ac- 
cepted by Benwell's Greenback 
Investments Lid. not being 
placed through the parimutuel 
system at racetracks, as “a fan- 
tastically huge criminal activity 
capable of earning $6 million a 
year." 

Crown counsel Kingsley Wi- 
jesinha said Greenback Invest: 
ments Ltd. took in $20,000 a day 
for the six-month period» be- 
tween April and October, 1970, 
for a total of $3 million, of 
which Benwell made a $2-mil- 
lion profit by not placing bets. 

John Michael Jarman, 29,

Each was givenla consecutive 
term of 14 years for wounding 
Constables Paul Johnston, Wil- 
liam Russell and Arthur Weid- 
mark in a shootot after the 
robbery. 

Walker. and Mulligan also 
were convicted of the robbery of 
a branch of the Canadian Impe- 
rial ‘Bank of Commerce. They 
got 20 years each, to run con- 
current to their 25-year sen- 


tences, Jordan was acquitted on 
the second robbery charge, 

Judge Walter Martin of 
county court said it was obvious 
the men are “violently danger- 
ous criminals.” He noted they 
had criminal records whtch in- 
cluded robbery convictions for 
each and a manslaughter’ con-

An open letter to the citizens of Ontario 


In recent months the Doctors of Ontario have been subjected to the worst 
harassment in their history. They have béen accused of being greedy and 
incompetent, and in need of supervision by politicians and civil servants. 


Against this background, the following editorial sopested in The Toronto 
Telegram on Saturday, June 26, 1971: 


Undermining confidence in doctors 


Te give « civil servant. of anybody 
other than a patient’s own doctor the 
right to decide what is medically neces- 
sary for him is iniquitous and inconceiv- 
able in a modern democratic state. Yet 
this is what Ontario Health Minister Bert 
Lawrence woald do by means of 2 bill he 
introduced into the Legislature Thursday. 


Tf paseed, the bill would set up teams 
of auditors with power to scrutinize the 
medical records of asy doctor and to 
determine if treatment and procedures 
were medically necessary or “in accord 
with accepted professional standards.” 

Imagine what this could mean to, the 
petiont! Imagine the effect on the doc- 
tor’s jedgment of having a team of be- 
reaucrats looking over his shoulder to 
question every professional decision! 

Banting and Best would never have 
developed insulin under such a@ regime. 
They'd have been put off by the thought 
that government medical inspectors could 
find their actions “not medicall ypecessary 
or not in accordance with ptpfessional 
standards.” 


Penicillin might never ethene emerged 
from the mind of Sir Alexander Fleming 
if be had been inhibited by the realization 
that he could be made to justify every

a North American characteristic. In the United 
States in particular.this has always been the 
prevailing concept. The wealth of the U.S. gen- 
erally has been to absorb such largesse, albeit 
-at a price because of the onrush of obsolescence 
‘and the deterioration of cities. Moredver, while 
¥millions are going into urban renewal plans in 
ithe U.S., many essential projects are being 
(shelved, or held back, owing to the demands 
of the country’s involvement in Southeast Asia. 
Canada, by contrast, is not hampered by 
such extraneous commitments, but then it does 
“not have the population and cannot match the 
: of the United States. At the same 
“timé Canadians ‘also think big, almost to a 
fault because it is not matched by our resour- 
. ces. os

We have an example right on our doorstep; 

the RCAF Memorial and Hall of Canadian 
Aviation project at Trenton. The pro- 
» ject was to have cost no less than $3.6 million 
and while no one can deny it was a worthy 
“scheme, a memorial both to the men who gave 
their lives and to past endeavors in the service 
of freedom, we had felt all along that it was 
too grandiose and certainly out of reach fin- 
- ancially. 
“ The classic statement of former Bank of 
' Canada governor James Coyne keeps coming 
‘back to haunt us, “Canadians,” he°sald more 
than a decade ago, “are living grandly beyond 
their means.” 


So the scheme itas been scrapped, al- 
though the basic idea remains as the directors 
Wook at less ambitious projects. It seems there 
had been hopes of a government grant to assist 
with new protestant and catholic chapels as 
part of the memorial. This, not Surprisingly, 
was not forthcoming. Admittedly, the Gov- 
ernment could do (and has done) worse with 
the taxpayers’ money, but it must be remem- 
bered that Church and State are separate. 






Is There No Limit? 


On this general theme of costs and a tend- 
ency toward extravagance at taxpayers’ ex- 
pense, when reality should dictate a more con- 
servative approach, the problem is one which 
afflicts many an elected body these days. 
Consider the new Quinte Area Planning 
Board’s desire for a permanent office — a 
choice of four has been mentioned — at an 
estimated $15,000 rental when they could rent 
the existing Belleville and Suburban Board 
; Offices at city hall on ‘a temporary basis for 
$3,000, with use also of the council chamber. 
In a recorded vote Mayor Dr. J. Russell 
Scott and Alderman Arthur Keegan were out- 
numbered by those favoring a permanent loca- 
tion. Doubtless they -heve their reasons, but 
some of those advanced were a little specious, 
even flippant. “No place to park around your 
building and every time I do, I get a ticket,” 
‘was one complaint. Another: “You can’t expect 
fellows to drive in from the north to the city 
of Belleville, just because Belleville has some- 
thing cheap.” 
Well, why not, if some degree of economy 
can be achieved consistent with efficiency? 
® We have seen how the Hastings County 
"Education Board has decided to make do with 
its scattered office space rather than go ahead 
with a $500,000 plan for permanent offices. 
But even that decision was made only because 
& government grant was not forthcoming. 

Part of the planning board trouble is that 
Belleville is being asked to bearing the major 
portion of expenses for the Belleville and Sub- 
urban Planning Board until amalgamation 
with the area board. ie 

The new board might have considered the 
existing space’on a temporary basis if only for 
the fact that it is completely untried. Taxpay- 
ers at this stage are {concerned more with 
potential performance than with the bricks 
and mortar aspect of the board's program. In 
September, when it starts operation, the. pub- 
Uc will want to know just what planning pro- 
grams are contemplated and at what cost. 

Mayor ‘Scdtt has expressed concern about 
the cost to all municipalities. Consider also the 
perennial pressure of education costs, not for- 
getting the increase in mail rates which of 
course will reflect in plenning board business 
2s in every other sphere of commerce.

‘Lord Thomson Voices 
Faith in Free Press 


NEW YORK (CP) — Lord 
Thomson played the role of in 
ternational newspaper collector 
to the hilt Thursday in an ad- 
dress to the Rotary Club of New 
York. 

“If any of you knows of a 
newspaper for sale, call me col- 
lect,” he told the service club 
during a luncheon speech in 
which he reaffirmed his belicf 
both in free expression and in 
free enterprise. 

“I am optimistic about the, 
newspaper in a {ree system of 
government, ... If I didnt be- 

\ lieve implicitly in newspapers 
S I'd be an awful fool, because 


2: I'm buying them all the time.” 


The Toronto-born press mag- 
mate's audience included many 
leaders in the New York pub- 
Ushing, advertising and. allied 
fields, and he reviewed for them 
his philosophy for running 
newspapers—"I think I own 
over ‘180 of them around the 
world.” 

He said: “'T place in the hands 
of the editors and managers of 
every paper the complete re 
sponsibility for its editorial con- 
tent. ... I often disagree with 
my editors, but -I never inter- 
fere.”” ms 

His basic instructions were 


“to tell the truth” and to always 
remember that the newspaper's 
contents belong to the people. 
Thomson, who now makes 
London his home base, noted 
that great responsibilities rest 
on those who control news- 


papers. 

“Editors are continuously 
faced with difficult decisions 
++. and their decisions are not 
always right. The proprictor has 
a grave responsibility of A rp 
ing that the decisions of editors 
are honest decisions ... and 
not based on personal prejudice. 

“The proprietor or editor who 
deliberately lies to his readers 
is doing a great disservice to 
democracy.” 

He said that the communica- 
tions industry can, like other 
businesses, “produce its own 
filth and smut.” But this was a 
problem to be dealt with by 
common sense and not by turn- 
ing back the clock. 

“In {information there {s no 
substitute for freedom of ex- 
pression and enterprise. Repres- 
sion, suppression or censorship, 
call it what you will, can only 
do More harm than good, 

“I am happy to work in the 
newspeper business and am op- 
timistic about its future.”

1971. 

About six weeks ago, 202,000 
cases of eggs—30 dozen to the 
case—were marketed through 
registered federal grading sta- 
tions. In the last week of June, 
211,000 cases were put through.

EDMONTON (CP) — Fin-

PICTON (Staff) — “Rules 
for Teachers" governing staff 
members of Woodville School. 
S.S. 11, Sophiasburg in 1872 
have been overthrown by wo- 
men’s lib. 

Rule number six in a leng- 
thy list approved by Wood- 
ville school trustees, states 
that women teachers who mar- 
ried or engaged in "“unsecmly 
conduct” would be dismissed. 
Smoking and drinking were 
considered. taboo for members 
of the teaching staff and “the 
worth, intentions and integ- 
rity’® of teachers indulging in 
these habits were suspect. To 
prove the reward of virtue is 
more than virtue, all teach- 
ers complying with the rules 
without fault for five years 
received a salary increase of 
25 cents a week subject to the 
approval of the board of edu- 
cation. ’ 

The story of ‘reading, writ- 
ing and ‘rithmetic™ in one of 
Sophiasburg's little red school 
houses has been amusingly re- 
counted in a soft - cover book 
by Scarborough educator C. E. 
Wilkinson. Mr, Wilkinson and 
his wife purchased the one 
room school shortly after it 
closed in 1965 and now enjoy 
it as a summer residence. To 
obtain material for a history 
of SS 11 Sophiasburg, Mr. Wil- 
kinson interviewed former stu- 
dents, teachers and trustces 
and the late Gordon Walmsley, 
Qc, a man keenly interested 
in life in early Prince Ed- 
ward, 

Sophiasburg township's first 
school was constructed on 
High Shore in 1803 and is be- 
lieved to be the forerunner of 
Woodville School. In 1828 the 
first Woodville School House 
was built Gi"thesHigh Shore 
Road overlooking the Bay of 
Quinte. 3

reserve grant, Clergy, reserve 
grants, as the name itmplics, 
came from the sale of clergy 
reserves and carly payments 
were issued only to grammar 
schools -and for higher learn- 
ing. Later, however, money 
was given from this source to 
other schools as well, includ- 
ing S.S. 11, Sophiasburg, The 
new Woodville School was 
built in 1893 and remained in 
use until 1965 when with 13 
other one - room schools, it 
was replaced by Sophiasburg 
Central School, The old school, 
which adjoined the new build 
ing site, 
Methodist Church for the token 
sum of $1, and restored again 
to the school section in 193, 
Eventually the frame school 
was given back to the Meth- 
odist Church. 

Men teachers who advanced 
their careers at Woodville 
school were forced to observe 
the rules of 1872 at the peril 
of dismissal, Each man was 
permitted one evening a week 
for “courting purposes” or two 
evenings a week if he atten- 
.ded church regularly. After 
10 hours in school, men and 
(women teachers allke were 
expected to sperd their re- 
maining time. reading the 
Bible “or other good books.” 


‘Men teachers were warmed 


not to get a barbershop shave 
or frequent pool or public 
halls. Staff. members were 
cautioned™to save “a goodly 
sum” of their. earings to- 
ward old age.

Kitchen Tested Recipes 


Homemade Headcheese 
Beats High Prices 


a By MARY MOORE 


A good cook is one who can 
make something out of no- 
thing. When I heard that the 
cost of living had risen an- 
other fraction I thought action 
has to be taken. 

Out of $1.10's worth of pork 
hocks I made headcheese that 
filed a 6cup mould’ and it 
is worthy of the best cooks in 
this audience. You could use 
it for a featured meat at a 
summer party or for slicing 
for a large family meal. It is 
really jellied pork but you 
and I know it as 
HOMEMADE HEADCHEESE 

(6cup mould) 

4‘ Ibs. fresh pork hocks a 

whole split) 

6 cups hot water 

1 small onion chopped 

1 stalk celery 

1 bay leaf 

6 pepper berries 

1 tsp. chicken bouillon cor- 

dial 

2 tsps. sak 

1 tbsp. vinegar 

NOTE: My pork hocks were 
frozen when I bought them. 

Into your large soup pot put 
the hocks with the hot water, 
onion, celery, bay leaf and 
Pepper berries and simmer 
covered 3 hrs, turning hocks 
over once. 

Drain through colander, 
catching broth in large bowl. 
Pour broth into smaller bowl 
and chill overnight. While

And also, predictably, «the 
line of hot pants grossing the 
most in Saskatchewan are 
‘called farmerettes—replete 
with bib and suspenders. 

Jerry, Clarke, manager of 
women’s, dresses and sports 
wear at Regina's Robert 
Simpson store, agrees that hot 
pants are much more than a 
flash-in-the-pants fad. \ 

“I think the Influence of hot 
pants will be with us for some 
time,” said" Mr, Clarke.

Price Rise 
Rate Slows 
In June 


OTTAWA (CP) — Inflation In 


icantly 
It cost $13.30 in June to buy 
what $13.27 bought in May—an 
increase of only three cents. 
The May increase reported a 


* month ago was five cents, and 


in April, for the same consumer 
goods and services, prices were 


up nine cents. 


The figures are based on what 
$10 would buy in consumer 
goods and services in 1961. 

There now appears to be hops 
for improvement in July and 
August. Because of seasonal 
bargains in many fresh fruits 
and vegetables, the consumer 
price index frequently drops at 
this time of year. 

In index terms, consumer 
prices rose three-tenths of an 
index point to an even 133 last 
month, reflecting scattered but 
small increases virtually across 
the board. 

The index, based on 196] 
prices equalling 100, was 132.7 
in May and 129.9 in June last 
year. While food prices rose 
fractionally last month, they re- 
mained .below the level of 
year earlier. 

The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 

reported that in percen- 
tage Kerms, the price index last 
month was 2.4 per cent higher 
than a year earlier. This 
marked a significant slowing 
down in the rate ‘of price in- 
crease from the start. of this 
year, when it was ing 4.5 to 
five per cent ahe: a year 
earlier. 

However, the bureau noted, 
the price index has risen 2.5 per 
cent since last December. The 
government is hoping that the 
over-all rate of. inflation can be 
limited to 3.5 per cent by the 
end of next December,

Loyalist College's proposed 
takeover of night school cour- 
ses formerly run by Hastings 
county board of education got 
approval in principle from 
trustees last night. But the 
board will Investigate the pos- 
sibility of charging the college 
rent for facilities it uses in 
county schools, 

Loyalist, the board, county 
recreation departments and 
the Belleville Y have been ex- 
ploring the possibility of co-op- 
erative and coordinated pro- 
grams of adult education. Be- 
cause the charter setting up 
community colleges specifical- 
ly charges them with adult 
post-secondary education, the 
board of education is able to 
hand over all its non-credit 
night school courses to the col- 
lege. 

But, superintendent L. F. 
Reid told the board, the fees 
for courses might increase 
after the college takes over. 
He said the government grant 
received by the college for 
each night school student is 
larger than the amount allot- 
ed by the government to school 
boards forthe same purpose. 
The board of education has 
given free accommodation in 
its schools to any group offer- 
ing instruction to the” public.

Under this policy, Loyalist Col- 
lege has used facilities at 
North Hastings High School 
in Bancroft at no cost for night 
school courses it offers there.

Ralph Weaver of Trenton 
called for “some recovery” of 
the cost to the board of keep- 
Ing schools open at night for 
courses under Loyalist’s super- 
vision. 


.“They certainly mustn't 
make money on us,” declared 
director of education Eric 
Runacres. “Because the in- 
formation was never available 
to us, we have never been 
able to zero in on what it costs 
therm (the college) for these 
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Mr. Williams expressed dis- 
pleasure at the lack of public 
disclosure of Loyalist’s bud- 
get and operating expenses. 

“I think it’s ridiculous that 


-this is a public body and we 


can’t find out where the moncy 
is coming from or where it is 
going,” he said. 

Community colleges are sup- 
ported by public funds re- 
ceived in the form of grants 
on a per student basis from 
the Ontario government, and 
by tuition fees charged each 
student.

Blind Are 
Employed As 
~ Tasters 


~ 

MONTREAL (CP) — Aline 
Landry, 28, lost her eyesight 10 
years ago in an atitomobile ac- 
cident, « 

Today she is one of five blind 
persons earning $3 an hour as 
coffee-tasters .. The jobs came 
after a six-month pilot. project 
~by the Canadian National Insti- 
tute for the Blind and General 
Foods Ltd. s 

Working five hours a day, five 
days a week, they have become 
the plant’s regular qiality-con- 
trol panel. 

The project took shape when 
Ray Waring. General Foods re- 
search manager, read in a 
tr&de publication that brewers 
in Peru and orange juice pro- 
ducers in Florida had blind per- 
sons performing well as taste- 
testers. i 

Seeing a possible application 
to coffee tasting. he got in touch 
with the CNIB which screened 
20 blind persons, selecting six 
for training and a trial pro- 
gram. 1 

One man who took part with- 
drew when he could not adapt 
to taste testing. but the remain- 
ing five were found to be “very 
good and consistent in their fla- 
vor evaluations,”” both individu- 
ally and as a team, by Gerry 
Steele, quality assurance man- 
ager. . 

While the blind do not neces- 
sarily have more alert taste 
buds than the sighted, Mr. 
Steele says they perform better 
because they *‘make a conscious 
effort to do a good job." 

“They are less easily d's- 
tracted and they don’t become 
bored as quickly becaus: they 
are so proud to be doing skilled 
work,” he says, 

The work involves tastiny’ but 
not Swallowing coffee blends for 
five hours until the taste buds 
start to lose interest. The five 
blind tasters now have com- 
pletely taken over quality-con- 
trol tests, previously done by 1<- 
tating teams chosen from Gen- 
eral Foods’ 560 plant employees.

Said the long-time Winnipeg 
custom dressmaker: 

“You can't convince a

Mrs. Cohen, whose career 
goes back to an incident in 
1915, yearns for the time when 
“women looked like women— 
feminine, graceful, alluring.” 

But the era of gracious din-

“Our thread of life changed 
and so did our fashion. Now 
there is no time for living.” 

Mrs. Cohen. an ardent indi- 
vidualist, Iaunched her dress- 
making business in the 1930s 
and never repeated a design: 
Each was different, to suit the 
client's personality. 

Each-of her styles was cre- 
ated firs, in canvas and then 
pinned on the client for a pro- 
per fit. She employed as 
many as seven scamstresses, 
each with a specialty—tailor- 
ing woollens, sleeves or over- 
c&ting seams—and all work 
was by hand. 

Mrs, Cohen, who came to 
Canada from Russia in 1911, 
when her family moved to 
Montreal, did her first design- 
ing in 1915 for a sister who 
wanted a black skirt.

WINNIPEG (CP) — “I just 
seem to be the kind of person 
who gets involved in contro- 
versy. be it in hockey or poli- 
tics.” 

Those are the words of Eari 
Dawson, and that's the way it 
has been practically since the 
day in 1953 when, as manager 
of the Rivers, Man. intermedi- 
ate hockey eam, Dawson was 
informed he was using ineligi- 
ble players and was out of the 
playoffs. 

“The secretary-treasurer of 
the. Manitoba Amateur 
Hockey Association phoned 
me and when I screamed and 
hollered he said to ‘just never 
mind, clean up your own 
closet and you can come back 
next year’. Just like that.” 

Dawson recalls now that at 
the association's annual meet- . 
ing that spring “I voiced my 
Opinion of the MAHA and 
walked out.” 

“That evening a gentleman 
came to the house and said I 
hope you don’t mind but we 
Put you on the executive.” 

It was the decision that 
started Dawson on the trail 
that led to the presidency of 
the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association during the 
stormiest period in its history. 

It was only fitting that in 
January, 1970, it was Earl 
Dawson who stood up at Ge- 
peva and told the Interna- 
tional Ice Hockey Federation 
to take its pucks and sticks 
and rules and play its own lit- 
tle game, Canada no longer 
wanted any part of it. 

That decision, taken after 
the world body reversed itself 
on Canadian professionals, 
perhaps climaxed the hockey 
career of Dawson, but it was 
a decision he helped make 
with mixed emotions. 

“We had worked hard to get 
the tournament for the city.” 

The 1970 World hockey tour- 
mament was scheduled to be 
held in Montreal and Winni- 
peg, the first time it was ever 
awarded to Canada.

The foregoing is an extract from one of 
Martin Dorreil’s in The Globe and Mail 
about the travels/of young Canadians. This 

f conversation took place recently at 
the end of the road in Victoria and it is rem- 
iniscent of the theme of Samuel Beckett's 
Waiting for Godot, in wilich two tramps wait 
for a friend who never shows up. 

Having reached Canada’s west coast — 
mostly it has been an east-west trek — some 
of the kids may feel elated, others let-down for 
they will still have that feeling of drifting. 
Their roots with home, wherever that may be, 
are tenuous, there fs nowhere left to go, in Can- 
ada at least, and they are still in the process 
of finding themselves. : 

It is an age-old problem, heightened by 
the openness of today’s soclety ,ease of move- 
ment,. growing permissiveness, and of course 
the increasing availability of dope. 

However, the young fellow in Victoria in- 
dicated he has the makings of social responsi- 
bility in talking about Prime Minister Tru- 
deau’s idea for building a city up north. The 
question is, was Mr. Trudeau being serious? 
The other chap talked about waiting to see 
what happens and so the whole thing remains 
up in the air. 

One thing young Canadians have shown is 

+ that society is too rigidly work-oriented, too 
materialist, and too little concerned with the 
humanities. But in doing so they have not 
come up with any satisfactory alternative. 
There are some who are finding themselves, 
who have a sense of purpose but spoil it with 
arrogance, like the 17-year-old Winnipeg youth 
who wrote a nasty letter to controversial High- 
ways Minister Joe Borowski only to receive a 
reply in kind from the minister. 

The youth talked about the NDP govern- 
ment’s blunders and the minister reminded 

> him in turn of similar failures wnen the Con- 
servatives were in power, adding: “.. . I paid 
$5,000 in income tax last year so a snobby kid 
like you can get some sense pounded into your 
head in school. When you dry up behind the 

ears, secure your pea brain and become a tax- 
Payer, please write me again.” 

.. The boy's father,‘a farmer and a promin- 
ent Liberal, is reported te have said his son got 
just the reply he deserved. There are plenty of 
others around just like this youth, in their late 
teens and early twenties and you can see them 
among the university youth who participate in 
the CBC, program Under Attack. 

Still, it is all party of the business of grow- 
ing up. Maturity and a broadened outlook 
come with the years. Meanwhile it is a pity 
there is no city for youth to build, and by city 
we are thinking of any creative project in Can-

many failed to find jobs, 
pushing unemployment at 
mid-June -up to 551,000 


* from 543,000 in May. 


This was despite the fact that 

224,000 more workers were em- 
ployed last month than in May, 
a better-than-average gain in 
employment for this time of 
year. 
The number of jobless was 
529,000 in mid-June last year, 
and showed a sharp drop from 
May that year. 

More than one in every eight 
persons in the labor force aged 
14 to 24 was unemployed last 
month. The unemployment rate 
in this age bracket rose to 12.7 
per cent from 12 in May, It was 
12.4 per cent a year ago. 

The actual unemployment 
rate for all workers, however, 
declined slightly, to 6.2 per cent 
in June from 6.3 in May, The 
lower rate reflected the fact 
that while unemployment rose, 
it did not rise quite as fast as 
the size of the total work force.

While a total of 232,000 work- 
ers joined the labor force—stu- 
dents, new graduates, and oth- 
ers—only 224,000 of them found 
jobs.

The figures were released in a 
joint report by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics and the 
manpower department, bascd 
on a survey of 30,000 houscholds 
for the employment situation in 
the week ended June 19. 

The report said the number 
who found jobs was better than 
average for the period between 
May and June, and\the number 
of jobless “was not much dif- 
ferent from the number in 
May.” 

The number of unemployed 
was actually 6.2 per cent of the 
labor force, compared with 6.3 
per cent In May. 

But it was hot the improve- 
ment that might be expected 
when seasonal factors are taken 
into account. The seasonally-ad- 
justed rate rose by 6.4 per cent 
from 6.3. 

The report said that 17,000 of 
the additional 22,000 in the 
ranks of the jobless were teen-a- 
gers, 14 to 19 years old.

TAVISTOCK (CP) — The On- 
tario Milk Marketing Board 
does not anticipate current milk 
quota cutbacks to Ontario 
cheese producers who claim 
lack of milk has forced produc- 
ers to close or decrease produc- 
tion, board spokesmen told 
Western Ontario cheesemakers 
Wednesday. 

For the 1971-72 period, ched- 
dar cheese factories in Western 
Ontario have had their milk 
quotas cut to 69 per cent of the 
milk volume made available in 
1968. 


The board has established 
prioritics for milk distribution 
with specialty cheese produce: 
On open quotas receiving what 


they require while cheddar . 


theese producers are on fixed 
quotas. 

R. S. Gault, of the industrial 
milk marketing division of the 
board told the producers that 
more than 60 processing plants 
have cloved recently in Ontario, 
but the big probiem facing the 
board is “not enough milk.” 

Milk producers are allowed to 
produce a certain quantity of 
milk but are penalized by the 
board for producing in excess of 
that allotment. He ‘said few 
farmers have been penalized 
since April 1 for exceeding pro-

Mr. Miller said'it had been 
shown by the plaintiff's coun- 
sel, Malcolm Robb of Toronto 
that the city’s bylaw 8002 con- 
tained no standards setting out 
the quality of building to be 
constructed. 

The city ‘solicitor said this 
apparently had been an over- 
sight at the time the bylaw 
was prepared and the city in 
the meantime had issued per- 
mits on the assumption that 
the. National Building Code 
would apply. ; 

The new bylaw will rectify 
parts of the old bylaw which 
have been ruled defective. 

Controversy over the East 
Hill site arose in the spring 
after the property at 217 
Bridge Street was sold to a 

’ Toronto developér who since 
todk out a demolition permit 
at city hall and applied for a 
permit for construction of a 
seven-storey apartment build- 
ing. 

A group of East Hill area 
ratepayers made application 
for an injunction restraining 
the city from issuing a build- 
ing permit but this was with- 
drawn prior to. a recommen- 
dation to city council for pas- 
sage of a “‘freezing’’ bylaw. 

The proposed bylaw was de- 
feated in council and Mr, 
Spinelli renewed the applica- 
tion for an injunction against 
the city.

Africans, peoples of 
India, Central and South Am- 
erica and New Mexico as well 
as the Orient. King David 
played on bells; the 1148 Wor- 
ms Bible illustrates man play- 
ing on an octave of bells. 
Samuel Pepys alludes to the 
bell tolling in the 1665 Great 
Plague of London, John Bun- 
yan, the writer, was once a 
bell - ringer and sounds of 
bells are mortalized by Poe's 
“The Bells" and by Tenny- 
son's “In Memoriam”.

YOUR ANTIQUES 


by Jack Jamieson 


Cast-Iron Pots: Should 
Last for A Long Time 


Cast iron is not nearly as 
susceptible to rust as its close 
relative, steel. Cast iron ob- 
jects of the 1%h century are 
likely to endure for many 
years to come. 

Two different types of cast 
iron pots were necessities in 
pioneer days. One was a large 
pot, big enough to scald a pig. 
They were usually at least 
three feet in diameter, some- 
times with a handle to sus 
pend it over a fire, or with 
lugs on the side. Frequently 
they had small fect. 

Pots for scalding pigs were 
used for other tasks as well. 
One housewifely task was the 
leaching .of ashes for ley, 
(lye or potash), a necessity 
for making soap and in manu- 
facture of candles. The leach 
ing of ashes required boiling 
over’ an open fire for days. 
Sold to manufacturers, the re- 
sult was an early method for 
housewives to earn moncy. 

The same kettle was used 
for making soap, a frocess 
that used the fat left over from 
scalding and dressing pigs. 
Undoubtedly it was also press- 
ed into use for washing ¢clovh 
and dyeing wool, although a 
copper kettle was better. 

Small, covered pots were 
used for a variety of tasks. 
Belly pots with lids could be 
used ‘as ovens for baking 
bread on the hearth, boiling 
meat, (the favored carly me- 
thod of preparation), prepar-

Such ‘government cutbacks in 
science spending have contrib- 
uted significantly to the high 
rate of unemployment among 
science graduates of Canadian 
universities, the paper says. 

In addition, both the public 
and private sectors have been 
forced to reduce employment of 
new graduates as a rseult of 
government austerity  pro- 
grams, and progress in medi- 
cal research has been serious-! 
ly retarded. 

Compounding the problem is 
the fact that more than two- 


thirds of the spending on re- 
Search and development in Can- 
ada has been on projects which 
have little or ng practical appli- 
cation, the paper says. 

The Science Council of Can- 
ada, formed to advise the gov- 
ernment on long-term planning, 
and the Science Secretariat, 
which has been advising the 
government on a day-to-day 
basis, have failed to have a sig- 
nificant impact in establishing 
any sort of coherent science 
policy, the paper adds. 

“In short, Canada has failed 
miserably to harness science to 
expanding the economy or to 
tackling social problems.” 

A government run by Robert 
Stanfield, Progressive Conserv- 
atives leader, “would forge a 
close link between economic 
and science policies,” 

The “largest possible scien- 
tific input’ would be included in 
the design of national strategies 
for economic and social devel- 
opment.

Dr. Donald Workman told the 
court he examined Hants May 3 
and found abfasions on each 
knee. He described the injuries 
as healing and said they ap- 
peared to have been inflicted 
more than a week prior to his

Judge Graham denied a re 
quest from Kingston lawyer 
L, H. Tepper that the trials of 
the guards be stayed until the 
trials of 13 convicts, each 
charged with two counts of non- 
capital murder, were heard. 

He said he was making the 
Tequest yhoo of himse¥ and 
12 other lawyers representing 
the accused prisoners. 

The prisoners were commit- 
ted to trial by Chief Justice Ar- 
thur Otto Klein in Kingston last 
week. 

Mr. Tepper argued that some 
of the prisoners being called as 
witnesses in assault trial also 
were charged with the murders 
of convicts Brian Ensor, 26, and 
Bretrand Robert, 4. during a 
riot at Kingston Penitentiary a 
April, 

“These proceedings will re. 
ceive a geat deal of publicity 
and it could be prejudicial to 
the accused at the murder 
trial.”" said Mr. Tepper, 

The murder trials are not ex- 
pected to get under way until at 
least September, 

Judge Graham said he would

The trial’ continues today and 
is expected to take at least one 
week.

Man Guilty of Assault 


In provincial court yester- 
day, James Richard Morgan, 
24, of 402 Bleecker Avenue, 
was found guilty of assault 
causing bodily harm and was 
fined $20, $78 costs and $93 
court costs. 

Witnesses testified that on 
May 2 of this year, Morgan

Thomas J. Lally, acting for 
the Crown, asked if the sec- 
ond man, Andrew Chow, used_ 
the bamboo rod.

The defendant told Provin- 
cial Court Judge.T. Y. Wills 
he did not remain at the 
scene because of difficulties 
with the city police.

Should Law Be Retroactive

TORQNTO (CP) — Richard 
Rohmer, chairman of Ontario's

BOMBAY (CP) — A quiet 
but significant revolution is 
taking place in India’s educa- 
tional system. 

More and more girls are 
joining co-educational schools, 
particularly in the cities. Re- 
ports reaching the govern- 
ment suggest that even in vil- 
Inges mixed schools are be- 
coming popular. 

A survey published in a 
Bombay newspaper suggests 
that even parents"now want 
their daughters to study in 


co-educational institutions. 
The Bombay Times quoted a 
government official as saying 
that this is creating a problem 
for schools which have so far 
given preference to male: stu- 
dents in admissions, 

“Every additional girl on a 
co-educational school’s rolls 
means the denial of admission 
to a deserving male student,” 
the official said. But he ad- 
mitted that this is a welcome 
development on the Indian so- 
cial front.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada has 7,600 billion cubic feet of 
gas to spare for export, the Canadian Petroleum Association 
says. 

In a submission to the National Energy Board Tuesday, 


~the association estimates present reserves of natural gas 


in Canada at 61,000 billion cubic feet. 

Griss additions to reserves in 1970 were 4,600 billion cubic 
feet compared with an average annual addition of 4,400 billion 
in the previous cight years, the association's brief says. 

The estimates donot include gas reserves in the Arctic 
or off the East Coast, which the association says it does not 
have sufficient information to evaluate. 

In its brief, the petroleum association recommends that 
the energy, board “have regard to the recent significant dis- 
coveries in Canada’s Arctic areas” when making a decision 
on the export applications.

Patients Abuse System 


Doctors in the Quinte dis- 
trict are concerned they will 
receive the short end of the 
stick if Bill 8 to amend the 
Heakh Services Insurance 
Act becomes law. 

“We don’t want to become 
civil servants; there's enough 
dutch elm disease in those 
woods,” Dr. H. F. William- 
son sald last night before a 
meeting between area practi- 
tioners and Hon. A. B. R, 
Lawrence, Ontario Minister of 
Health. 

“Every, practising physician 
in Ontario is contending with 
the. overutilization of this 
(OSHIP) plan by. the pati- 
ents,” Dr. W. B. Beattie of 
Belleville stated during bear- 
pit discussions at the Four 
Seasons Hotel. 

“One is being continually 
badgered to have tests done, 
to"have’ time spent on inci- 
dentals and the constant de- 
manding of service -by pati- 
ents over insignificant mat- 
ters, with no concern by them 
of the cost of this time spent 
and services futilly used,” he 
said. 

Dr. Beattie told Mr. Law- 
rence without paticnt educa- 
tion, this misusage would not 
only continue, but increase. 

“The patient must be made 
to realize that because he has 
insurance coverage . . . in- 
surance taken out voluntarily 
by himself and therefore his 
own insurance « . . this 
doesn't give him carte blan- 
che to have everything done 
at any time he wishes.” 

Under the OHSIP plan, doc- 
tors could obtain 90 per cent 
of the Ontario Medical As-

Will Move to Sidney 


Nuclarus Ltd., of Toronto, 
has decided not only to change 
locations but to alter meth- 
ods of operation. 

The waste disposal comp- 
any June 10 announced they 
hoped to establish an envir- 
onmental waste control site 
for whey, a liquid cheese by- 
Product, on optioned land in 
Tycndinaga Township. 

This morning. Sidney Town- 
ship Reeve Jack M. Bush 
disclosed to The Intelligencer, 
Nuclarus plans to operate in 


east of 
Highway 14 on lots 26 to 30. 

“This operation will be con- 
sidered as farming more than 
anything else," said Mr. Bush, 
“It will be a large farm 
operation with the feeding of 
cattle in feed lot systems. 
They will spray in the sim- 
mer months to irrigate crops 
to grow more on these farms 
to feed cattle in the winter 
months, 

“Approval is being sought 
from the air management 
branch and the OWRC and 
they have responded well to 
this new idea.” 

Sidney Township council has 
been meeting privately with 
residents of their municipality 
to acquaint them with the Nu- 
clarus farming proposal. Res- 
idents of Tyendinaga Town- 
ship expressed alarm at the 
company's original plan to 
dispose of more than 50,000 
gallons of whey per day on 
their 500-acre site, The com- 
Pany proposed several holding 
lagocns which residents at the 
Melrose town hall “meeting 
firmly objected to. 

At that'time, the waste dis- 
posal company announced an 
alternate site was available if 
location in Tyendinaga was 
not sanctioned. ;

If I freeze 
the unbaked pie I use the 
same method as above but 
bake the frozen, pie at 450 deg. 
Fahr, for about 20 min. or 
until the crust begins to color 
on the edges, then reduce the 
heat to 350 deg. till it is thor- 
oughly cooked. Good luck. —

Cheese Producers Would Buy Beef : | 
Now Nuclarus Proposes Co-op Feeding 


By IAN ROBERTSON 
Staff Reporter 


Ung up to 3,500 head, is the 
new proposition by Nuclarus 
Ltd., a Toronto - based waste 
disposal company, at present 
engaged in the problem of 
supplying area cheese pro- 
ducers with a non - polluting 
method of whey disposal. 

At a meeting with more 
than 100 Sidney Township res- 
idents, members of. council 
and representatives of the On- 
tario Water Resources Com- 
mission, Nuclarus proposed a 
$750,000 project to opcrate on 
a cooperative basis. 

The company proposes that 
cheese factories purchase becf 
cattle for the feed lot and 
then participate in a cost and { 
profit - sharing program with 
their cheese whey being fed 
to cattle as a dehydrated 
madi, to supplement or re 
place 10 to 12 gallons of ‘w ar 
required daily for each_ beast. 

Some 200-250 acres of land 
in’ Sidney, between the eighth 
and ninth concessions, east of 
Highway ‘14 on lots 26 to 30, 
has been optioned by Nu- 
clarus. The company plans 
to erect barns and outbuild- 
ings surrounded by a paved 
yard. Cattle wil] be fed a 
regwar diet with the whey 
supplement. 

Now this concept would only 
be effective in winter months, 
During the summer, at the 
same time feeding cattle whey 
mash, Nuclarus will resort: to 
an earlier proposal to saur- 
ate fields with whey. 

At a rate of 2,000 gallons: of 
whey per acre, each day, : the 
company will be well within 
the safe saturation standards 
suggested last night by Jchn |° 
Vogt, from the industrial wa- 
ter divisions of the OWRC, 

Nuclarus met with vehement 
opposition when they original- 
ly a a plan to spray 
whey} onto a 500-acre site in 
Tyendinaga Township at a 
rate of 50,000 gallons per day. 
Excess liquid was to have 
ben stored {n large lagoons. 

However, without adequate 
statistics for either the. OWRC, 


‘the department of energy and 


resources management, the 
milk marketing board, cheese 
producers, Tyendinaga "coun- 
cil and residents, the Tor- 
onto firm was unable to get 
to first’ base. 

Residents. feared _ odorous 
cesspools would accumulate in 
land hollows with that’ quan- 
tity of whey being sprayed cn 
the land. .

been tested by his company. 
Answering one farmer's 
charges. he stated “we have 
conducted certain research 
and development, however.” 

The two Nuclarus men told 
farmers methods such as this 
were at present being employ- 
ed in the U. S. and they had 
proved successful. 

Clifford Heath. of RR. 2, 
Stirling, announced hé has 
been feedirg whey to his 
calves and estimates he 
has saved as much.as $15 per 
day on feed costs. He felt 
farmers in the area could 
handle whey for their own 
herds and work on a private 
co-cperetive basis with the 
cheese. factories. 

“We litle fellows can’t com- 
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pete with’ you. big fellows. I 
can't stock that many cattle,” 
Mr. Heath. noted. 

Sidney Township councillor 
Reg McCurdy, at this point, 
called for another public meet- 
ing. He advised Nuclarus to 
come up with a slate of facts’ 
and figures because a large 
number of area residents were 
getting a “wrong impression 
due to the lack of informa- 
tion.”* ee , 

“I would like to see how 
control will be affected,”’ he 
said. \ 
One farmer added to this 
the fact that an operation of 
between 3.000 and 4.000 cattle 
would create its own natural 
pollution problem and dispo- 
sal of this waste would also 
be required. . 

“With all that natural 
waste, it could lead to epi- 
demic of foot rot," one wo- 
man noted. 

Mr. Balnborough assured 
the residents “if we couldn't 
handle it, we'd lose our 
shirts." This fact was backed 
up by Mr. Vogt, who assured 
residents the OWRC would 
provide facts and figures for 
law suits against any com- 
pany polluting the atmosphere, 

Although the Nuclarus peo- 
ple stated thye were not in a 
position to disc rices, an- 
other farmer noted the *‘costs 
will be prohibitive.” 

“It'lcost an awful lot of 
money to draw that whey 
arcund I don’t think we'll be 
able to bear the costs,” he 
seid.

* Continuous rail hasn't been 
welded in Belleville since 
about 1953 when a temporary 
facility was set. up here to 
process rail for installation on 


Belleville. At the time the 
Marysville installation was one 
of the first of its type in Ca- 
nada. But the temporary 193 
operation was a far cry ¥rom 
the sophisticated welding ap- 
paratus now set up at the 
Belleville yard. 

The new operation is on a 
mass production scale with 
new 39-foot lengths of rail be- 
ing fed in one end and com- 
ing out the other as the com- 
pleted product. 

The process sees 30 con- 
ventional rails welded into 
1170-foot lengths which are fed 
directly onto the quarter-mile 
long line “of special railway 
cars for shipment to the 
track construction site. 

First the short rail lengths 
are lined up end to end and 
move through a grinder sta- 
tion where rail ends are 
ground by emery wheels. 

Then they pass into the 
electric welding machine 
where the joints are butt 
welded at a temperature of 
2100 degrees and under 40 
tons pressure. 

Mr. Dunlop said the “butt 
weld’’ machine uses no weld- 
ing rod or compound, the rail 
ends simply being fused to- 
gether under the tremendous 
heat and pressure. 

Each individual weld takes 
just over 60 seconds to com- 
plete. 

After the welding process 
the joint is smoothed by 
emery wheels and receive a 
final inspection before pas- 
sing on to the waiting line of 
railway cars. 

Although not part of the ac- 
tua] rail welding process the 
yard’s used rail classification 
and testing equipment is also 
the latest word in. sophistica- 
tion. 

The facility uses ultra-sonic 
testing equipment which auto- 
matically checks the rails 
for flaws or cracks, and 
marks defective lengths with 
distinctive colored paint.

“There's no immediate danger there, but we're 
watching it pretty closely,”* said the forest ranger. 

“We have 100 men and 12 tractors fighting it 
and helicopters are bombing hot spots wherever 
they can get under the dense smoke. 

“But it's quite a vigorous fire and all we can 
do is try to out-wait the weather.” 

Temperatures.in the area hovered coakd the 
85-degree mark and winds of up to 45 miles an

HOUSTON (AP) — Apollo 15's 
mooncircling explorers today 
beamed to carth a striking tele- 
vised picture of the mountain- 
ringed site where they plan to 
land later in the day and then 
boosted their spaceship into a 
slightly higher orbit to help as 
sure a pinpoint touchdown. 

As the spaceship zipped 
within 30.000 feet of the peaks of 
the Apennine Mountains, televi- 
sion viewers caught a_ brief 
glimpse of the rough terrain 
and knew why David R. Scott 
and James B. Irwin will be at- 
tempting the riskiest landing 
yet on the lunar surface. 

Scott and Irwin prepared to 
separate the landing ship Fal- 
con for a sharp descent over the 
15,000-foot peaks of the Apen- 
nines, ‘aiming to Jand in a small 
basin hemmed in by the moun- 
tains and a gaping canyon. 

Touchdown was sct for 6:15 
p.m. EDT.

lated that a higher altitude 
would be more favorable for the 
engine ignition that would start 
Falcon to the surface.

The 
season of bloom can run from 
July to frost time in Septem- 
ber. Somedays the shops 
want them and other days 
they don't, so you have to 
have them continually bloom- 
ing, stated Mr. DeBruyn. 
The  gladioli corms, com- 
‘monly known as bulbs, are 
dug up in fall before the frost 
hits and taken in and dried 
with the old roots and dry 
covering peeled off. Mr. De- 


given a rest by. placing them 
in a basement with dry, cool 
conditions. He advised a 
room temperature of 40 to 
45..degrees as being suitable 
as the next year's growth de- 
pends on the winter storage. 

The bulbs are taken out in 
the spring and treated with 
chemicals to combat diseases 
and then planted four to six 
inches apart and covered 
with two fo’six inches of soil, 
Mr. DeBruyn adds that the 
cold nights give bright and 
shiny colors to the flowers 
while the hot, dry weather 
causes plants to be small 
and flowers to bloom too fast, 

Mr. DeBruyn is frequently 
asked what causes most 
glads to turn white. Amateur 
Bardeners buy a variety of 
colors but many plants die 
out through diseases while 
the white continue to multi- 
ply. 

Mr. DeBruyn also loses 
plants each year through the 
summer and also through 
winter storage. Each spring 
he has to buy new bulbs to 


» be able to keep up with the 


seasonal demands. Disease is 
one thing that has not affec- 
ted his bulbs to any great 
extent. The disease ‘thrips’ is 
one threat to all gladioli gard- 
eners. Thrips is brought on 
by a microscopic pest that is 
1-16. of an inch long that 
punttures the buds and caus- 
es discoloration and failure. 
The pests can killed by 
dusting and until its  ban- 
ning, DDT was used. Another 
disease that can cause rot- 
ting of the bulb Is black rot. 

There is plenty of work in 
growing the flowers, selling 
them, and preparing them in 
flats for the winter but as a 
hobby, Peter DeBruyn sees 
as enjoyment and a tradition- 
al way of life.
